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NEW  DISCOVERIES  LINK  ALLEY  TO  ANCIENT  CULTURES 

W  hat  do  family  picnics  and  mastodons  have  in 
common?  Alley  Spring!  Beautiful  Alley  Spring 


has  been  a  favorite  vacation  spot  for  centuries. 
Now,  new  archeological  discoveries  indicate  that 
these  same  clear,  sparking  waters  were  also  a 
gathering  spot  for  Paleo-Indians.  Does  that  mean 
over  ten  thousand  years  of  picnicking?  Read  on! 

This  past  winter,  as  part  of  a  "routine"  archeologi- 
cal investigation  in  conjunction  with  a  restoration 
project  of  the  Alley  Roller  Mill,  a  series  of

outstanding  discoveries  were  made.  The 
principal  investigating  archeologist  to  conduct  the 
investigation  was  Dr.  Jim  Price  from  the 
Southeast  Missouri  Archeological  Research 
Center,  located  in  Nay  lor,  Missouri.  He 
assembled  a  small  crew  to  work  for  a  few  days  to 
recover  through  a  series  of  test  pits  along  side  the 
Alley  Roller  Mill  any  historical  artifacts  that 
might  have  been  dropped  by  workers  either 
during  construction  and  periods  of  repair  in 
recent  years. 

The  first  layer  at  all  the  pits  proved  very 
profitable.  Pieces  of  broken  glass,  nails,  buttons, 
and  a  V  nickel  with  a  date  of  1 895  (a  year  after 
Alley  Roller  Mill  was  built  -  1894)  were  found. 
The  next  productive  layer  produced  artifacts  from 
an  earlier  era  -  Dalton  projectile  points  and 
quartzite  stone  tools,  (seven  to  nine  thousand 
years  old) .    In  total,  five  good  points  were  found 
along  with  numerous  other  tools.  To  locate  so 
much  in  such  a  small  area  is  very  significant. 

Below  this  level  the  archeologist  hit  clay,  washed 
from  the  bluff  adjacent  to  the  Mill,  this  clay,  like 
chapters  in  a  book  separate  dissimilar  informa- 
tion, separated  two  distinct  cultures.    Below  this 
clay  another  discovery  was  found  -  one  of  the 
most  significant  archeological  discoveries  in 
Missouri  -  a  Clovis  point.  Made  by  Paleo- 
Indians  (10-12  thousand  years  ago),  these  people, 
who  survived  by  following  game,  were  this 
nation's  first  explorers. 


These  early  ancestors  of  our  native  American 
Indian  lived  in  a  time  very  much  different  than 
the  one  we  live  in.  Glaciers  that  had  been  south 
as  far  as  present  day  Missouri  River  were  just 
starting  to  recede.  The  weather  was  much  colder 
with  winds  staying  to  the  south  after  bouncing  off 
the  glaciers  in  northern  Missouri.  For  most  of  the 
year  the  now  common  river  valleys  were  choked 
with  floods  from  these  melting  glaciers.    This 
cold  environment  supported  the  large  animals  of 
the  Pleistocene  of  which  the  mammoths,  ancient 
bison  and  the  mastodon  were  the  most  numerous. 

Visitors  this  summer  to  the  Alley  Roller  Mill  will 
have  the  opportunity  to  experience  an  archeologi- 
cal dig.  Starting  around  June  22,  1992  and  lasting 
for  approximately  three  weeks,  Dr.  Jim  Price  will 
continue  his  investigation. 


RESTORATION  OF  THE  ALLEY 
ROLLER  MILL 

In  1893,  George  McCaskill  bought  the  property 
around  Alley  Spring  and  tore  down  an  old  mill 
dating  from  1868.  He  built  the  modern  water- 
turbine  roller  mill  that  stands  today.    After 
delivering  their  grain  to  the  Mill,  farmers  would 
often  have  to  wait  several  days  before  they  could 
get  their  meal  or  flour.  During  that  time,  families 
would  camp,  buy  supplies  and  catch  up  on  local 
news. 


The  popularity  of  Alley  as  a  social  center  and 
picnic  spot  grew.    Holidays  and  festivals  were 
celebrated  at  this  site  throughout  the  early  1900's. 
In  1924,  Alley  became  one  of  Missouri's  first 
state  parks.    In  1969,  Alley  State  Park  was 
donated  to  the  newly  established  Ozark  National 
Scenic  Riverways. 

The  present  work  being  performed  is  the  first 
major  restoration  by  the  National  Park  Service  on 
the  Alley  Roller  Mill.  The  extent  of  this  work 
includes  the  replacement  of  decayed  floor  joists, 
sill  plates  and  foundation  repair.  Because  of  the 
Mill's  significance,  all  work  that  is  done  has  to  be 
of  similar  quality  and  workmanship  as  at  the  time 
of  construction.  This  means  all  joints,  type  of 
wood,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  was  hand-hewn 
and/or  sawed  had  to  be  researched  and  duplicated. 

We  invite  and  encourage  you  to  stop  by  and  visit 
the  Mill  during  this  very  important  phase  in  the 
history  of  the  Alley  Roller  Mill.  Because  of 
visitor  safety  the  Mill  may  be  closed  during  the 
first  few  weeks  of  the  summer.

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WELCH  SPRING 

Once  the  site  of  a  hospital/health  resort  for  asthma 
sufferers,  Welch  Cave  and  Spring  offer  a  nice  stopping 
point  for  floaters  or  a  short  hike  for  sightseers.  From 
Akers,  take  Hwy.  K  north  for  2  miles  to  the  first  gravel 
road  on  the  left.  The  1  mile  trail  to  Welch  Spring  begins 
at  the  upper  river  access.

ALLEY  ROLLER  MILL 

Once  the  hub  of  an  Ozark  community,  Alley  Mill  will  be  100  years  old  in 
1 994.  A  corn-grinding  demonstration  and  a  chance  to  learn  about  the  early 
days  of  the  community  can  be  found  at  the  mill  today.  One  of  the  largest 
springs  in  the  state  combines  with  the  mill  to  produce  one  of  the  most 
photographed  sites  along  the  Riverways.  Follow  Highway  106  west  from

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BARN  HOLLOW  NATURAL  AREA 
An  Ozark  headwaters  stream,  Barn  Hollow  Creek  flows 
through  a  narrow,  steep-walled  hollow  with  dolomite 
bluffs,  ledges  and  caves.  Small  deep  pools,  riffles  and 
shallow  beaver  ponds  provide  a  variety  of  habitats  for  a 
diversity  of  plants  and  animals.  Located  3  miles  north  of 
Mountain  View,  access  is  via  County  Road  353,  off  of 
Hwy.

'  PRAIRIE  HOLLOW  GORGE  NATURAL  AREA 

Prairie  Hollow  is  a  classic  example  of  an  igneous  gorge  with  sheer 
canyon  walls,  shut-ins,  talus  slopes  and  igneous  glades.  The  gorge, 
bordered  by  steep  slopes  dominated  by  shortleaf  pine  and  white  oak, 
contains  an  intermittent  stream  with  deep  pools,  a  gravel  wash  and  large 
boulders.  Because  of  the  unique  and  fragil  nature  of  this  ecosystem,  fires 
and  overnight  camping  are  not  permitted.  From  Eminence,  head  west  on 
Hwy.  106  for  4  miles,  then  north  on  Hwy.  V  for  2  miles.  The  Natural

An  average  daily  flow  of  276  million  gallons  makes  Big  Spring  the  largest 
single-outlet  spring  in  the  country.  After  visiting  the  spring,  stop  by  the 
Craft  Demonstration  area  where  Steve  and  Maxine  will  be  waiting  to  help 
you  discover  traditional  Ozark  johnboats  and  quilts.  Or  take  a  boat  ride  with 
Noah  Rector,  in  his  43rd  year  at  Big  Spring.  From  Van  Buren,  take 
Highway  103  south  for  4  miles. 


MILL  MOUNTAIN  NATURAL  AREA/ 
KLEPZIG  MILL 

Ten  miles  northeast  of  Winona  on  Highway  NN, 
Rocky  Creek  flows  through  an  area  of  rugged 
igneous  shut-ins,  cedar  glades  and  oak-pine  forest. 
If  you  follow  the  Ozark  Trail  through  the  shut-in, 
north  for  about  a  mile,  you  will  discover  the  old 
Klepzig  Mill  and  farmsite.  Road  can  be  rough  -  so

Digging,  leveling  of  ground,  or  trenching  around 
tents  at  any  campsite  is  prohibited. 

Fires  in  campgrounds  are  permitted  only  in  fire 
grills.  Use  only  down  and  dead  wood. 

Camping  stays  are  limited  to  14  consecutive  days 
in  any  30-day  period  in  any  area. 

Use  lantern  hangers  in  campgrounds.  Nails  and 
other  objects  may  not  be  driven  into  trees. 
Do  not  disturb  wildlife,  remove  plants,  or  deface 
trees. 

Pets  must  be  kept  on  a  leash  or  under  physical 
control. 

Fireworks  are  prohibited.

RANGER.

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'zark  Riverways  is  best  known  for  its 
excellent,  spring-fed  canoeing  waters.  You 
don't  have  to  be  an  expert  paddler  to  enjoy  the 
Current  and  Jacks  Fork  Rivers.  But  before  you 
shove  off  for  an  adventure,  ask  youself  a  few 
questions:  Do  you  know  how  to  trim  a  canoe 
without  using  paints  and  draperies?  Do  you 
own  or  have  access  to  a  gallon  of  sun  screen? 
If  the  anwers  to  these  questions  is  "no", 
despair  not. 

Here  is  a  little  advice.  The  key  to  loading  a 
canoe  correctly  is  to  keep  the  the  combined 


weight  of  paddlers  and  their  gear  evenly 
distributed  between  the  bow  and  stern,  so  that 
the  canoe  sits  level  in  the  water.  The  secret  is 
to  leave  the  Jumbo  duffel  bag  at  home  and  load 
your  gear  into  smaller  drybags  and  daypacks. 
That  way  you  can  shift  weight  in  the  canoe  to 
match  the  paddling  conditions. 

Most  of  us  are  lovers  of  the  sun.  But  now, 
with  the  holes  in  the  ozone  drifting  around  the 
world,  there  is  an  increasing  danger  of 
receiving  an  overload  of  ultraviolet  rays  (UV). 
On  hot  summer  days  wear  a  sun  screen  with  a 


sun  protection  factor  (SPF)  of  at  least  15  ( the 
higher  the  better).  Also  wear  sunglasses  (with 
strap)  that  absorb  UV  rays  (dark  lens  can  fool 
the  eyes  into  thinking  its  dark  outside  -  thereby 
letting  UV  rays  into  the  enlarged  pupils). 

Other  goodies  to  pack  along:  drinking  water, 
map,  litter  bags,  paddles  (including  a  spare), 
floation  devices,  first-aid  kit,  food,  hat,  knife, 
rope,  cooler,  and  a  shirt.

SAFETY  TIPS 


With  the  hot,  summer  sun  beating  down  us, 
whether  we  are  in  a  johnboat,  canoe,  tube  or  on 
a  gravel  bar,  there  is  a  tendency,  by  some,  to 
consume  too  much  alcohol.  Drink  responsi- 
bly, alcohol  and  water  do  not  mix! 

Always  tell  someone  where  you  are  going  and 
when  you  expect  to  return.  You  should  have  a 
minimum  of  3  canoes  in  your  party. 

Always  wear  a  personal  flotation  device  (life 
jacket)  when  canoeing. 

Treat  or  boil  all  water  before  drinking 

Keep  alert  for  signs  of  wet  weather  and  flood- 
ing. Heavy  rainfall  (even  for  short  periods) 
may  be  followed  by  flash  floods.  Camp  with  an 
escape  route  to  high  ground  and  be  ready  to 
move. 

Do  not  dive  or  jump  into  the  river  because  the 
depth  varies  and  many  rocks  and  tree  limbs  are 
below  the  surface.  Serious  injuries  have  oc- 
curred in  the  past  due  to  diving  into  unknown 
waters!

.During  the  1991-92  school  year,  students 
and  teachers  at  16  area  schools  participated 
in  an  Enviromental  Educational  program 
sponsored  by  Ozark  Riverways.  The 
programs,  developed  to  assist  the  teacher  in 
conveying  specific  educational  objectives, 
involved  over  3,000  students.  Programs 
such  as  "Springs  and  Rivers,"  and  "Links  of 
Life"  took  park  resources  to  the  classroom. 
Plant  and  wildlife  communities,  global 
warming  and  water  pollution  were  some  of 
the  science-related  topics  offered. 

Missouri's  cultural  history  was  also  featured. 
The  "Early  Ozark  Schoolin'  "  program 
encouraged  4th  graders  to  interview  their 
parents  or  grandparents  to  discover  what  a 
typical  day  was  like  in  one-room  school- 
houses.  Rangers  conducted  traditional 


"Spell  Downs"  and  "Ciphering  Matches"  so 
children  could  experience  early  school 
routines. 

The  National  Park's  program  for  2nd  and  3rd 
graders  focused  on  park  jobs.  Children 
enjoyed  learning  various  duties  as  they  tried 
on  fire  fighting  helmets  and  uniform  items 
worn  by  various  members  of  the  Riverways' 
staff.

FUTURE  DISCOVERIES  -  RESEARCH 


In  order  to  effectively  manage  a  resource 
as  complex  as  Ozark  National  Scenic 
Riverways,  there  has  to  be  some  process 
from  which  we  can  decipher  -  what  was, 
what  is,  and  what  will  be.  In  doing  so,  it 
enables  us  to  understand  an  area's 
patterns,  changes,  influences,  and  idiosyn- 
crasies. To  obtain  this  knowledge  -  we 
conduct  research.  The  degree  of  external 
and  internal  forces  upon  the  resources 
determines  the  necessary  scope  of  that 
research.  The  Riverways'  area  is  endowed 
with  the  greatest  biological  diversity  in 
Missouri  and  one  of  the  greatest  in  the 
Nation.  When  this  is  considered  along 
with  its  inherent  archeological,  historical, 
and  cultural  values  and  its  ability  to 
provide  recreation  to  a  wide  base  of  social 
groups  -  the  challenge  and  excitement  of 
research  becomes  even  greater.

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WHAT  IS  A  ROOTWAD? 

Trees  that  fall  into  the  river  or  are  uprooted  by  the  river  are 
often  seen  by  the  floater  as  a  mass  of  roots  or  tree  limbs. 
When  water  flows  through  the  roots  or  limbs  it  is  called  a 
strainer.  These  are  temporary  obstacles.  Floaters  need  to 
steer  or  float  clear  of  all  rootwads  -  except  this  one  -  to 
insure  a  safe  trip. 


The  Rootwad  is  published  annually  by 
the  Division  of  Interpretation  and 
Cultural  Resources,  Ozark  National  Sce- 
nic Riverways.
